N o the Secrron 1. That an act entitled an act to amend an

be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows :

CHAPTER 1.

SecTion 1. All that part of the county of Goodhue,
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contained within the limits and boundaries hercinafter
described, shall be a ¢ity by the name of Red Wing,
and the people now inhabiting, and those who shall meorporation ot
hareafter inhabit within the district of country herein ted o ned
described, shall be a municipal corporation, by the
name of the city of Red Wing, and shall have the gen-
eral powers possessed by municipal corporations at
common law; and, in addition thereto, shall possess
the powers hereinafter specifically granted, and the au-
thorities thereof shall have perpetual succession, shall
be capable of contracting and being contracted with,
of sucing and being sucd, pleading and being implead-
ed, in all courts of law and equity ; and shall have a
common seal, and may change and alter the samoe at
pleasure.

Sec. 2. That the territory included within the fol-
lowing boundaries and limits shall constitute the city of
Red 'Wing : Beginning at a point where the north line
of section number twenty-five, in township number one
bundred and thirtecn north, of range number fiftcen p .y, oeset
west, intersects with the Mississippi river; running meeyotzea
thenco west along suid linc to the northwest corner of ¥™®
said section, number twenty-five ; thence south, to the
southeast corner of section number thirfy-six of said
township and range ; thence cast, to the southeast cor-
ner of scction number thirty-three, in township num-
ber one hundred and thirteen north, of range number
fourteen, west ; thence north to the centre of the main
channel of the Mississippi river; thence up tho contre
of the main channel of said river, to a point due east
of the place of beginning ; thence west, to the place of
boginning. Provided, That nothing herein contained
shall be deemed to exclude any portion of the city of
Red Wing from the limits of (toodhue county.

CHAPTER II.

Secriox 1. The annual election of city officers shall

- be held on the first Tuesday of April, in each year, at Jpie o
such place within the ¢ity as the city council shall des- tegiven
ignate, and shall be conducted and governed in all res-

pects in accordance with the general laws of this State
governing elections, except as hereinafter provided ;

and notice of such elections shall be given by the city
recorder, in the same manner as notices of general
elections are required by law to be given by county
auditors.

Sec. 2. The elective officers of said city shall be a-
mayor, recorder, three councilmen, two justices of the
peace, two constables, one of whom shall be designa-
ted by the city coundil as city marshal, a city attorney,
an assesgor and treasurer. All other officers necessary
for the proper management of the affairs of said city,
shall be appointed by the city council. The mayor,
recorder, city attorney, assessor and treasurer, shall
cach hold their offices for one year, and until their suc-
cessors are elected and qualified. The justices of the
peace and. constables shall hold their offices for two
years, and until their successors are elected and quali-
fied ; and the, councilmen shall hold their offices for
three years, and until their successors are elected and
qualified ; Provided, That the justices of the peace
and constables elected at the first election after tho pas-
sage of this act, shall be divided by lot into two classes.
The first of which shall go out of office at the end of
one year, and thereafter one justice of the peace and
one constable shall be elected at the annual election in
each year; and provided further, That the councilmen
elected at the first annual clection after the passage of
this act, ghall be divided by lot into three classes. The
first of which shall go out of office at the end of one
year ; the second at the end of two years; and at each
annual election thereafter, one councilman shall be
elected ; and provided further, That the city council
shall have power, for due cause, to expel any of their
own members, and to remove from office at pleasure,
any officer or agent under the city government, due
notice first being given to the officer complained of.

Sec. 3. Whenever & vacancy shall occur in the of-
fice of mayor, sich vacancy shall be filled by a new
election, which shall be ordered and held within twelve
days after such vacancy shall occur. Any vacancy oc-
curring in any other office, shall be filled by the city
council. The person elected or appointed to £ll a va-
cancy, shall hold his office and discharge the duties
thereof, with the same rights, and subject to the -same
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liabilities as the person whose office he may he elected
or appuinted to fill, until the next.annual election, when
the vacancy shall be filled by the clectors.

Sec. 4. All elections by the people shall be by hal-
lot, and a plurality of votes shull constitute an election. natiot—vhatto
Whenever two or more candidates for an elective office fustuesasie
shall receive an equal number of votes for the same
office, the election shall he determined by the casting
of lots in the presence of the city council, at such time
and in such manner as they may direct.

Sec. 5. Al persons cutitled to vote for county and wyo e o

State ofticers, and who shall have resided in the city vote—gasliica-
for four months next preceding the clection, shall be ™™ ™
entitled to vote for any officer to be clected under this
law, and to hold any office hereby created.

Sec. 6. The election in said city shall be held and
conducted by the ¢ity councilmen or any two ot them,

CHAPTER IlI.

Skermiox. 1. Iivery person elected or appointed
Persons elected s, 1O ANY office under this act, shall, before ke enters upon
ofice to give tond the Jduties of his office, tuke and subseribe an oath of
office, und file the same, duly certified by the officers
taking the smne, with the recorder of the city ; and the
treasurer, and such other officers as the city couneil
may direct, shall severally, hefore they enter upon the
dutics of their respective offices, executo to the city of
Red Wing, a bond with at least two sureties, to be ap-
proved by the city council, and sush bonds shall contain
such conditions as fhe city conncil may deem proper;
and they may, from time to time, require new or ad-
ditional bonds, and remove from offico any officer refus-
ing or neglecting to give the same.
Sec. 2. The mayor shall, when present, preside
over the meetings of the city council, and take care
::;!’vm"_ that the laws of the State, and ordinances of the city
wodalmeetinge  he strictly enforced and duly observed, and that all
other exceutive oflicers of the city discharge their re-
spective dutics. The mayor or any two councilmen
may call special meetings of the city council. He shall
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inspeet the conduct of all subordinate officers, and
cause negligence and persistent violations of duty to he
prosceuted and punished, and may require of any of-
ficer of the city, whenever he may deem it necessary,
an exhibit of his hooks and papers. Ife shall, from
time to time, communicate to the city council, and re-
commend such meusures as he may deem advantageous
to the city. e shall have power to exccute all acts
that may be required of him, by any ordinunce made
in pursnance of this act, and is herchy authorized to
call upon every male inhabitant of said city, over the
age of cightecn years, to aid in enforcing the laws and
ordinances, and in case of riot to eall out the militia to
aid him in suppressing the same, or carrying into cf-
feut any luw or ordinance.  Any person who shall not
ohey such call, shall forfeit to anid city o fine not ex-
ceeding twenty-tive dollars, and not less than five dol-
lars.

Skc. 3. In case the mayor shall be guilty of any ;umuee
willful oppression, or corrupt partiality in the discharge wmayor
of the duties of his office, he shall be linble to indict-
ment, nnd, on conviction, shall pay a tine of not more
than tive hundred dollars, and the court shall have
power (upon the recommendation of the jury in the
cause,) to add to the judgment for the fine, that he be
removed from oftice.

Sro. 4. In case the mayor shall be absent from any
meeting of the city council, they shall proceed to elect, vemporary pres-
of their own number, a temporary presiding officer, ingofcer
who, for the time being, shall discharge all the duties
of the mayor. In cuse of the absence of the mayor
from the city, or his inability from any reason, to dis-
charge the dutics of his oftice, the council shall clect
by ballot, from their own numbet, an officer who shall
be styled acting mayor, and all actions performed by
him shall have the same force and wilidity as it per-
formed by the Mayor.

Sro. 5. The recorder shall keep the corporate seal
and all the papers and records of the city, and keep a
record of the proceedings of the city council. He
shall draw and countersign all orders on the treasurer,
in pursuance of any order .or resolution of the city
couneil, and keep a full and accurate account thereof,
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in books provided for that purpose, und make o fair
and full record of all the hy-laws, rules or ordinances
made or passed hy suid city council. The recorder
shall have power to administer ouths or affirmations,
und copics of all papers filed in his office, and  tran-
seripts from the records of the city council, certified
to by him under the corporate seal, shall be evidence
in all courts, imlike manner as if thoe original were pro-
duced. Te shall veport annually, on or about the first
day of May, to the council, an cstimateé of the ex-
penses of the city for the current ycar, and the reve-
nue neeessary to be raised therefor, and the fiscal year
of the city shall commence on the first dny of May.
He shall make, or cause to be made, cstimates of the
expenses of any work to be done by the city, and coun-
tersign all contracts made in behalf of the city, and all
certificates of work, by any officer of the city or any
committee of the city council. He shall negotiate be-
tween the first of May, and the collection of tnxes for
the same year, such temporary loans for the city as the
city council shall direct, anticipating the revenue for the
current year, and such loans shall he subject to the ap-
proval of the city council. He shall examine the re-
port, books, papers, vouchers and accounts of the trea-
gurcr, and from time to time shall perforn such other
dutics as the council shall direct. All claims agninst
the city, before they are allowed hy the ¢ity council,
shall be audited and adjudged by the mayor. The re-
corder shall keep n record of all his acts and doings,
which record shall be at all times open to the inspec-
tion of all parties interested.  He shall not be directly
or indirectly interested in any contract or job to which
the city is a party, or in any loan necgotiated hy the
city.

%EG. 6. The city attorney shall perform all profes-
sionul dutics incident to his oftice, and when requested,
shall furnish written opinions upon any subject submit-
ted to him by the city council, its committees or the
mayor.

Sec. 7. The treasurer shall-receive all moneys be-
longing to the city, keep an accurate and detailed ac-
count therecof, in such manner as the city council shall,
from time to time, dircet. The treusurer shall exhibit
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to the city council, at least fifteen duays before the an- -

nual election, or svoner if required by them, & full and
detailed account of all the receipts and expenditures,
after the date of the last annual report,”and also the
state of the treasury, whiclfzaccount shall be filed with
the recorder. '

Skc. 8. The marshal shall exceute such orders as
dre made and prescribed by the city council, for the
collection of tolls, license money, and fines, for the
prescrvation of the public peace, for the good order,
cleanliness, and government of the city, and for all
other purposes. He shall possess the powers of a
constable at common law, and under the statutes of the
State, and receive like fees.

Sec. ). The city council shall have power, from
time to time, to require other and further duties to be
performed by any officer whose duties are herein pre-
seribed, and to appuint such other officers us may be
necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act,
and to prescribe their duties, and to fix the compensa-
tion of all officers slected or nppointed by them; Pro-

' vided, Suid mayor and councilmen shall not be entitled
to pay, nor in any mauner be paid for services render-
ed or dutics performed as such mayor aud councilmen ;
And Provided further, That the compensation paid to
the city recorder, in any one yeuar, shall not exceed one
bhundred dollars. The assessor, treasurer, justices of
the peace, and voustables shall be entitled to the same
fees us like otticers in towns receive for similar services,
under the laws of this State. And the city attorney
shall receive no more than the services rendered by him
shall e reasonubly worth, and that the aggregute
amount of all fees, compensations, and emoluments,
aflowed or paid to any and all officers und committees,
by the city, and the gross amount of all expenses in-
curred by szid city, shall not exceed, in any year, the
tax levied during thut year for the support and mainte-
nance of the said city government.

Sec. 10.  Any person having been an officer in said
city, shall, within ttn days after notification and re-
uest, deliver to his suceessor in office, all property,
papers, hooks, and effects of cvery description in his
possession, belonging to said city, or pertaining to the

property.

Sec. 11. No member of the city council shall be
party to, or interested in any job or contruct with the
city, and a contract in which any member of the city
council may be interested, shall be null and void.

Sec. 12. Tho mayor, sheriff of Goodhue county,
cach and every councilman, justice of the penco, mar-
shal, and recorder and constables shall be officers of
the peace, and may command tho peace, and suppress
in a summary manner, all rioting and disorderly behav-
ior within the limits of the city; and for said purposc
may command the assistance of all by-standers, and
if any percon so commanded, shall refuse to aid i
maintaining the peace, every such person shall pay a
fine of twenty-five dollars.

Sec. 13. The justices of the peace, assessors, and
constables of said city shall have and possess all the
authorities, rights and powers of justices of the peace,
assessors and constables, under the gencral laws of
this State; and in addition thereto, the justices of the
peace for said city, shall have sole and exclusive juris-
diction to hear all complaints, and conduct all exami-
nations and trials, in criminal cases arising within the
city, cognizable before a justice of the peace in which
the cify is a party, and of all suits, prosecutions and pro-
ceedings for the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or
penalty, under any by-law, ordinance or regulation.
All prosecutions for assuults, batterics and affrays,
not indictable, and for a breach or vieclation of any
by-law, ordinance or regulation of said city, shall
be commenced in the name of the city of Red Wing,
and the sume proceedings shall he had as are re-
quired by law in criminal cases tried before justices
of the peace; .Provided, That in the cases above
mentioned, no appeal shall be allowed when the
judgment or fine imposed, exclusive of costs, shall
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not cxceed twenty dollars. In all Cases of convie-
tions for assaults, battories, and affrays, breaches

of the peace, disorderly conduct, keeping houses of

ill-fume or frequenting the same, and of keeping dis-
orderly houses in said ecity, the said justices of the
peace shall have power, in addition fo the tine or pen-
alty imposed, to compel such offenders to give secourity
for their good bchavior, and to keep the peace for a
period not exceeding six months, und in a sum not cx-
ceeding five hundred dollars ; Frovided, That nothing
hercin contained, shall be deemed to divest the district
judges of their anthority as conservators of the public
peace, nor to affect in any manner the jurisdiction or
powers of the district or supreme courts of this State.

Sec. 14.  The justices of the peace shall quarterly
report to the city council  list of all proceedings in-
stituted hefore them, in hehalf of the city, and the dis-

and pay over the amount of all penaltics and cost col-
lected, which may by law acerue to the city, and they
shall he entitled to receive from the county of Good-
hue such fees in criminal cases, prosecnted in the name
of the State of Minnesofa, as are allowed to other jus-
tices of the county, for similar services.

SEc. 15. All surveys, profiles, plans or cstimates
nmade for the city, shall be the property of the ecity,
and shall be earefully preserved in the office of the
recorder, open to the inspection of the parties inter-
ested.

CHAPTER 1IV.

Secriox 1. The mayor, councilmen, and recorder,
shall constitute the council, and the style of all ordi-
nances shall be ¢<<The City Council of the City of Red
Wing do ordain.” The city ecouncil shall meet at such
timo and pluce as they shall direot, and a majority shall
constitute a quorwm. The city wnncll shall determine
the rules of its proceedings, and be the judges of the
election and qualitication of their own members, and
have the power to compel the attendance of absent
members.

Sec. 2. The city council shall have the manage-
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ment and control of the city finanees, nnd of all the
property of the city; and the city council shall like-
wise have full power and authority to make, enact, or-
dain, establish, publish enforce, alter, modify, correct
and repeal, all such ordinances, rules and hy-lnw for
the government and good order of the city, for the
suppressxon of vice, us they shall deemn expedient ; and
declare and immposc penalties by fine, imprisonment, or
both, and to enforce the same against any person or
persons who muy violate any of the provisions of such
ordinances, rules or hy-laws; and such ordinances,
rules and by-laws are herchy declared to be and have
the foree of law, and for these purposes shall have au-
thority by ordinance, resolution or by-laws ; Provided,
That they be not repugnant to the COllbtltlltlon anc'l
laws of® the United bt.ltes or of this State ;

1st. To license and regulate the exhibition of com-
mon showmt.u, or shows of any kind, or the exhibition
of curnwvans, circuses, or theatrical peliormam.cs, hill-
iard tables, bowling saloons, and to provide for the
nabatement and removal of all nuisances, under the or-
dinances or at common law, or under this act, and to
grant licenses, and to regulate groceries, taverns, vie-
tualing houses, and all pusonl \'blldll]“‘ or dealing in
spmtuous, vinous, fermented, mixed or intoxie :,tmﬂ'
liquors ; Provided, That the license for so dealing in
spirituous, vinous, fermentcd, mixed, or intoxicating
liquors, shall bo at least fifty dolinrs a yeur, and ns
much ‘higher as the council shall direct, and that no
license shall be grunted for a less term than one year;
und provided further, That no license shail be issued
until the money is first paid.

2d. To restrain and prohibit I. O. or Roulctte
tables, faro or pharo hanks, and all gaming with cards,
and all gambling tables, and to prohibit the use of all
gambling devices whatever, from being set up or used
for gnmbling purposcs, and to restrain and prohibit all
descriptions of guming and frandulent devices and
practices, and pl.l_) ing ut cards, dice, and other games
of chance, for the pux pose of gaming in sgid clty, and
fo restrain and prohibit any person from w.ndmg, giv-
ing or dealmg in spirituous, vinous, fermeated, mixed
or mtoxma.tmfr liquors of any kind, and imposc such
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restrietions or prohibitions by fine or imprisonment, or
by both finc and imprisonmeunt.

3d. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, dis-
orderly assemblages, suppress and restrain disorderly
houses or groceries, and houses of ill fame, and to au-
thorize the destruction of all instruments used for the
purpose of gaming, and of all spirituous, vinous, fer-
mented, mixed or intoxicating liquors of any kind, thut
may be kept for sale, or dealt in contrary to any ordi-
nance of the city.

4th. To corpel the owner or oceupant of any gro-
cery, cellar, tallow-chandler’s shop, soap factory, tan-
nery, stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome
or nanscous house or place, to cleanse, rewmove, or
abate the same, from time to time, as often us may be
deemed necessary for the health, comfort and conven-
ience of the inhabitants of the city.

5th. To direct the location and management of
slaughter houses and markets, in said city, and to reg-
ulate the sale, storago, keeping and conveying of gun-
powder, and other combustible materials.

6th. To prevent the incumbering of streects, side-
walks, lanes or alleys, with carringes, carts, wagons,
boxes, sleighs, fire-wood, lumber, or any other mate-
rial or substance whatever.

7th. To prevent horse racing, immoderate riding or
driving in the strects, and to regulate the places of
bathing and swimming in the water, within the limits of
snid eity.

8th. To restrain the running at large of cattle,
horses, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, and to au-
thorize the impounding; distraining and sale of the
same.

9th. To prohibit the rupming at large of dogs, to
impose fines upon their owners, und to authorize the
destruction of the same, when at large contrary to the
ordinances.

10th. To prevent any person from bringing, depos-
iting, or having within the city, any putrid corenss or
other unwholesome substance, and to require the re-
moval of the same by any person who shall have the
same upon his premises; or from any street, lane, or
alley, if he shall have thrown or put the same in any

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street, lane or alley, and, on defanit, to authorize the
removal thereof by any competent officer, at the ex-
pense of such persons or person.

11th. To make and establish publie pounds, pumps,
wells, cisierns, and reservoirs, and to provide for the
crection of water works, for the supply of wuater to
the inhabitants, to erect lamps or other means whereby
to light the city, to regulate and to license hacks, cabs,
drays, carts and charges of hackmen, coachmen, dray-
men, and cartmen in this city.

12th. To establish and regulate boards of health,
provide hospital and cemetery grounds, regulate the
burial of the dead, and the returns of the bills of mor-
tality, and to exempt burial grounds set apart for pub-
lic use, from taxation.

13th. To regulate the assize and weight of bread
and to provide for the seizurc and forfeiture of bread
baked contrary thereto.

14th. To prevent all persons riding or driving any
ox, cow, horse or mule, or other animal, on the side-
walks of the city, or in any way doing any damage to
such sidewalks.

15th. To prevent the shooting of fircarms, crackers,
rockets, or other projectiles, and to prevent the exhi-
bition of any fire-works in any situation which may be
deemed by tho council dangerous to the city, or any
property therein, or n,nnoymﬂ' to any citizens thereof.

16th. To restrain drunk.l.rds, jmmoderate drinking
of intoxicating beverages, brawling and obscenity in
the streets or pul)lic pl:wes. and to provide for arrest- -
ing, mmoving and punishing any person who may be
guilty of the same.

J7th. Yo restrain and regulate runners and solicit-
ors for hoats, vesscls, starrcs, public houses, railroads,
and other establishments, and to regulate the police of
the city.

18th. To establish public markets, and to enforce
rules and regulations.for the government of the same.

19th. To recruln.te the place and manner of sclling
and provide for the inspection and weight of hay, and
stone coul, the measuring of charcoal, fire-wood, and
other fuel, and appoint suitable persons to inspect, su-
perintend, and conduct the same.
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20th. To compel the owners and ocoupants of
buildings or grounds to remove snow, dirt, or rubbish
from the sidewnlks, streets or alleys opposite thereto,
and on his default, to anthorize the removal or destrue-
tion thercof, by some ofticer of the city, at the expense
of such owner or occupant. -

21st. To regulute the construction of wharves, or
grading such wharves into the river, within the corpo-
rate limits of the c¢ity, and to prescribe and control the
prices for wharfage thercon.

22nd. To regulate, vontrol, and prevent the land-
ing of persons from bouts or vessels, whercin are
contagious or infectious diseases or disorders, and to
make -other regulntions, us they shall deem proper, to
prevent the introduction of contagious diseases into the
city ; to prevent the bringing of punpers into said city,
and to remove them fo the place where they properly
belong.

23d. To regulate the timo, place and manner of cume the
holding public auctions or venducs.

24th. To provide by ordinance for a standard of
weights and measures, and for the punishment of the
usc of falsc weights and measures.

25th. To approprinte money and provide for the
piyment of the debts and expenses of the city.

26th. To aiter, abolish, open, widen, extend, cs-
tablish, grade, repair, or otherwise improve, or keep
in repair, streets, nvenues, lanes and alleys.

27th. To cstublish, support, and regulate night
watches.

28th. To provide for the crection of all needful
buildings for the nse of the city.

29th. To provide for the enclosing, improving and
regulating of all public grounds belonging to the city,
and for the adorning the streets thereof, with shade
trees.

30th. To regulate and tax merchants, retailers, tav-
erns, groceries, ordinaries, hawkers, pawnbrokers, and
money changers.

31st. To licensc and regulate porters, and fix the
prices of porterage. -

Houscs
or buildings of any kind, wherein more than twenty
pounds of gunpowder are deposited, stored or kept ot whetto be deemea
any time, gmnbling-houses, houscs of ili-fame, digor- commonnuimaces
derly taverns or beer shops, or places where spiritu-
ous, vinous, fermented, mixed or intoxicating liquors
are sold, given away, or dealt in without a license
required therefor, and all places in which, under license,
spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixeq, or intoxicating
liquors are or shall be sold or dealt in, to be drank
upon the premises, and all places where card-playing,
or games of chance of any sort are permitted or al-
lowed in or upon the premises, or any premises adja-
cent, under the control, dircetion or management of
such licensed dealer, not, however, cmbracing card-
playing for amusement only, in private apartments
in hotels, kept for the accommodation of the traveling
public, within the limits of said city, are hereby de-
clared and shall be decmed public or common nui-
sances.

The cost of surveying, making, grading,
repairing and cleansing of strects, alleys, public
sarvesingdroes, orunds, rescrvoirs, gutters and sidewalks shall bo paid
“paid out of the general funds of said city, but no such im-
provement shall be ordered by the common couneil, ox-
cept by u vote of not less than two-thirds of the mem-
bers present, and constituting a gtiorum at any stated
or special meeting, such vote to embrgce » majority of
all the members elect.

.All prosecutions for any violations ,of this act, or any

of the by-laws, ordinances, or regulations of said city,
ghall be commenced by warrant, upon complaint being
made as required by law in criminal cases before jus-
tices of the peace; Provided, That no warrant shall
be necessary in any case of the arrest of any person or
persons, while in the act of violating any law of the
State of Minnesota, or ordinance of the city of Red
Wing; but in such cases a complaint shall be made,
which the justice shall reduce to writing, and the party
be required to plead thereto, as to a warrant in other
cases ; and the person or persons so arrcsted, may be
proceeded against in the same manmer as if the arrest
had been made by warrant. All process issued by the
justice of the peace of said city, for the violation of
any ordinance or by-law of said city, shall be directed
to the marshal or any constable of said city. In all
cases of the imposition of any fine or penalty by the
justice of the peace of said city, for the violation of
any ordinance or by-law of said city, or appelate
court, the offender shall be forthwith committed to the
city prison of said city, or if there be no such prison,
to the common jail of Goodhue county, and be there
imprisoned for a term not exceeding six months, in the

Sec. 18. ‘The recorder of the said city of Red
Wing, is hereby anthorized and empowered to appoint Recorler Y up-
a deputy at any time, and shall be responsible for
all acts performed by him, while in the discharge of
his duties as such deputy.

Sec. 19. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
